A new community-based 
health care centre is being rec¬ 
ommended by a consulting 
firm to replace and enhance 
services provided by the 
Niagara-on-the-Lake Hospital 
which is scheduled to close 

Lough Barnes Consulting 
Group was hired by the Niagara- 
on-the-Lake Healthcare 
Steering Committee over two 
years ago and has released a 
52-page report on the current 
and future medical needs of 
town residents. 

Two representatives of the 
steering committee, Dr. Karen 
Berd and Brenda Jones, came 
to town council Monday to dis¬ 
cuss the report. They also 
requested support in principle 
for the committee’s work and 
approval of a town planner to 
serve on a sub-committee look¬ 
ing for a location for a new cen-

But the ghosts are not the real 
mystery - for years, people have 
driven past the house, which is 
on the comer of Mississauga St, 
and wondered who owned it and 
why it’s been empty for so long. 

The house was purchased in 
1956 by George and Cecilia 
Roberts, the seventh owners. 
They planned on renovating it, 
keeping as much of the original 
structure as possible, according 
to a St. Catharines Standard arti¬ 
cle. 

Robert Ure, a local surveyor 
who was known 
for finding good 
deals on houses 
before they were 
officially put on 
the market, bought 
it from the Roberts 
with the same 
intention Just two 
years later, but 
although there is 
speculation about 
why he never did 
fix it up, nobody is

The Ures were known to fre¬ 
quent antique and garage sales, 
buying up pieces they felt would 
be at suitable in heritage homes, 
but the houses they owned 
became storage properties for 
their purchases, rather than

Dorothy, who worshipped at St. 
Andrew’s Presbyterian, died in 
September. They are both buried

All four properties have been 
neglected, but together, are list¬ 
ed for sale at more than $3 mil- 

Chahinian says the terms of 
Dorothy's will ask that the house 
on Centre St not be tom down, 
and he is going to do his best to 
find someone - likely local - who 
respects and appreciates the his¬ 
tory of the house and who wants 

It would make a great restau¬ 
rant, he adds, and says he hopes 
the Town would consider a 
rezoning that would allow the 
building to be preserved and 
restored. 

The property is priced at 
$950,000 - but would it be worth 
more or less without the house 
on it? 

That’s a toss-up, says 
Chahinian. 

The half-acre property is in a 
prime location in NOTL, and 
might alone fetch that price a 
little quicker, without the restric¬ 
tions that a heritage house on it 
might bring. 

But there will be potential 
buyers who will see value in the 
building and its past, he said. 

“You walk in and you see and 

project for the right person. I 
hope to find someone who will 
keep it and do their best by it.”

“There will be a lot of 
public meetings and resi¬ 
dents' involvement once 
we have a plan,” says 
Burroughs. 

“There are three or four 
alternatives we’re looking 
at, and the residents 
should be involved. The 
cost will be in the millions, 
and with the clean-up 
that’s already occurred 
and the clean-up still to 
take place, there is an 
opportunity to open that 
property up to residents.”

Lots of good news - we think 


We have argued often and aggressively 
in this space that selling off two Regent St. 
lots for two more houses was a mistake - 
that the property should be kept as public 
space. There were councillors that pushed 
hard for that as well when the rezoning of 
the lots came up, but the majority were too 
interested in the money - about $800,000 

Those councillors heard how upset 
residents were about that decision during 
the election, and as promised, at the first 
meeting of the new council, those lots 
were taken off the market Congratulations 
to all for making that decision and follow¬ 
ing through. 

Council also approved the purchase of 
the former Niagara District Secondary 
School at its first meeting - again, kudos 
for moving quickly and making an elec¬ 
tion promise a reality. Let’s hope the move 
will bring back a high school - at least 
we're a step closer. 

Now, on the issue of health care and a 
new health centre - this is a huge decision, 
and a very cosdy one. After almost two 
years of waiting for some idea of where 
this issue is headed - although we kind of 
already knew where the committee was 


headed - it seems kind of sudden that 
we’re here, talking not about whether 
there will be a new building but where it 
will be located. 

It sounds great - let’s have a brand new 
health centre with all all kinds of wonder¬ 
ful services under one roof - it’ll be amaz¬ 
ing. Brand new digs. But so many unan¬ 
swered questions. How much? Who is 
going to pay for it? Where is the business 
plan? Doctors, private labs, all the kinds of 
services that would be located in this new 
Taj Mahal of a building, usually find their 
own offices and pay for them. But that 
doesn’t seem to be the case here. Of course 
Niagara-on-the-Lake residents want 
health care right here in town, but does the 
town owe it to those doctors and other 
health care professionals to build their 
offices? Is that what taxpayers support? It 
doesn’t sound like the message that was 
heard at the round of public meetings held 
in September. Will there be more public 
input now we know where the committee 
is heading? No mention of it so far. 

Council is wise in holding off making a 
decision even for support in principle. 
There is still a lot to talk about. Isn’t 
there?

At its first meeting 
on Dec. 15, towncouncil 
voted to take the former 
lawn bowling property off 
the market as residential- 
ly-zoned lots and consid¬ 
er other uses preferred by 
the majority of residents. 

Council also approved 
the purchase of the for¬ 
mer Niagara District 
Secondary School proper¬ 
ty and requested that staff 
look at potential uses for 
that site, including 
options for bringing sec¬ 
ondary education back to 


this community. 

At that same meeting, 
we received a status 
report from the NOTL 
Health Care Steering 
Committee. This commit¬ 
tee has made important 
first steps in identifying 
the many health service 
needs within our area.

Prisoner of war shared Christmas 


My home town of 
Leicester, England had suf¬ 
fered immense bomb dam¬ 
age during the frequent air 
raids of 1943 

Fuel, food and clothes 
rationing ensured that there 
would be no excessive indul¬ 
gence during the bleak win¬ 
ter. No toys in the dimly lit 
shop windows. 

A scarcity of fresh fruit, 
but perhaps an orange for 
the stockings. 

Compensation for the 
inevitable shortages was 
met by the valiant fire ser¬ 
vice of which my father, 
being a conscientious objec¬ 
tor, was a capable if unwill¬ 
ing recruit. The firemen 
crafted exquisite wooden 
toys for the annual Christmas 
party held in the fire hall. I 
became the proud owner of 
a wooden scooter which ran 
on wheels purloined from a 
doll's pram. Terrorizing the 
steep streets was pure 
delight, even if knee scrapes 
were bathed in stinging det- 
tol. 

As the festive season 
approached, we made

colourful paper chains and 
magic lanterns. A coal fire 
burning in the sitting room 
on Christmas morning was 
the focal point of our tradi¬ 
tional round of mince pies 
and non-alcoholic Stones 
Green Ginger wine, my 
father being a strict tee-to- 
taller. No Christmas tree 
stood in our window. I 
envied our neighbours who 
displayed one for all passers 
by to admire. 

We were awaiting an 
unusual guest. Father had 
obtained permission of the 
commandant of the nearby 


home to partake of our mea¬ 
ger fare; a chicken served 
with whatever trimmings 
were available and a miracle 
pudding made with 
American dried eggs - the 
hens had gone on strike. 

Celebrations continued 
around the ancient Collard 
and Collard piano singing 
carols, Kurt's tenor voice fill¬ 
ing the room with Silent 
Night in German. 

For Kurt the choices were 
stark - either join the army or 
be incarcerated in one of 
Hitler's concentration 
camps. 

Kurt became a regular 
visitor, tending our chickens 
and planting potatoes. 

Despite all our hardships, 
regular blackouts, scram¬ 
bling for protection under 
our steel table shelter, Kurt's 
presence at Christmas was a 
true blessing.

Town takes Regent St. 
lots off the market

The former property used by the 
Lawn Bowling Club in the Old Town 
has been taken off the market by 
the town and will not be sold for 
housing. 

The two lots at 236 and 244 Regent 
St. had been declared surplus a 
couple of years ago after the bowl¬ 
ing club relocated to the new com¬ 
munity centre in Virgil. 

In 2011, The Niagara Foundation 
requested that the land be turned 
into an 1812 Bicentennial Peace 
Garden. A committee of town 
councillors and staff decided at the 
time that there was already suffi¬ 
cient public green space in the area 
and recommended that the town 
sell both properties to private 
developers. 

The town has been trying to sell 
the properties for the past year, but 
there have been no offers. 
Meanwhile, several councillors 
said Monday that the decision to 
sell the land was a major election 
issue in October when they talked 
to residents. 

“I’m sure we all heard about it 
when we knocked on doors,” said 
Lord Mayor Pat Darte. 

Councillors approved a motion 
by Coun. Martin Mazza that the 
town retain ownership of the two 
lots. He said they could potentially

be used as a cobblestone parking 
lot, an open-air market or a bus 
shelter, drinking fountain and

“(This issue) was the biggest 
motivator for me to run (for re- 
election),” said Mazza, noting that 
the land has been owned by the 
town for 220 years. 

Council will discuss possible uses 
for the property at a future meeting 
next year.

At its first full meeting 
for this term of office, 
council members 
approved the adoption of 


a refreshed strategic 

Earlier this year, staff 
embarked on a compre¬ 
hensive consultation pro¬ 
cess to identify what 
issues are important to 
residents and our com¬ 
munity at large. 

Various stakeholder 
sessions were undertak¬ 
en, as well as a public 

On Dec. 6, council 


members and senior staff 
took all the information 
collected and participat¬ 
ed in a workshop to dis¬ 
cuss and determine stra¬ 
tegic priorities for the 
coming term. 

“The strategic plan is an 
important blueprint for 
council. Many of the 
issues identified, such as 
health care, education, 
transit and economic 
development, actually 


reinforced what many of 
us heard during the 
municipal election cam¬ 
paign," said Lord Mayor 
Pat Darte. 

In addition to those 
noted above, other key 
commumty-wide priori¬ 
ties include developing 
strategies for attracting

“It’s like a smoke alarm 
that goes off indicating 
there might be a fire.

It is better to err 
on the side of caution by 
investigating a threat, 
than it is to ignore the 
warning." 

Bakker’s background to
